Above and beyoud wll, is the
great body of consumers of coal represented here
asking you for any reilef against os'" Neo! The
coal operators say that our course ia a jastifiable
one. he iron manalacturers have sent ropresan-
tative men bere o say that wo have not, In any
manper, Injured thom—that our courss has their
eutire approval. Who then complaine? Who s
our prosecutor? Upon whose Information, and
for whose beunefit, have these procesdings haen
instituted, and the great expeuwe of this in-
vestigation incarred? 'Why, solely upon the
information, and for the boneflt, of Gthe
Workingmen's Benevolent Asaociation And
what ipjury have we done to them
they toll ne that we have prevented them from
adding forever heroafter fifty cents a ton to the
pries of all the anthragito conl that will be mined
in Penneylvania; that we have prevented them
from taking an additionsl eight or ten millions of
doliars per annom out of the pockets of two mil-
lHone of people poorer than themeaelves, and divid

ing It amongst 30,000 membars of their association, |

in adaiilon 10 the exorbitant wages they are now
enabled toreceive. Well, gentloman, I this really
has been the resnlt of our action, if, while attempt-
ing to save onrselves from ruin, we have also savedd
to tha customers of coal this enormous tax, equal

at present to the interest upon 100,000,000, then wo |

thould bhe considered as publie benefactors rather
than as criminals. If & wan should attampt to
blow up a bouse with gunpowder, forthe more grati-
fication of & taste tor pyrotechinies, he shouid be
treated elther as a criminal or a lnnatie; buat If,
duriug a raging contlagration in a large oity, the
ppread ol the flames & arrested, and millions of
dollare worth of property saved, by a welladirected
explosion which destroys some intervenin
then 1 apprehend that the man who applied the
match to the powder would beentitled to the thanks
and admiration of the community. The miners
must be tnught one great lessgon, viz., tal there are
pihers who Aave rights as well as themeclves, And it
would be well for those who profess such profound
sympathy for the Workingmen's Bensvolent Asso-
eintion to remember, that for every
members interested In keeping up the price oleoal,
there are one hundred other people—most of whom

nre poorer then, and as much deserving as, the |

miner—who are deeply interested in having a regu-
lar supply of cheap fuel.

But, tor the snke of the argument, let me assume
thist an abusge or misuse of corporate feanchive has
been shown to exist. Does |t follow that the Legis-
iature of Pennsylvania hss the power to determing
that gquestion, and, having determined It, to enter
judgment In Its own favor against the company?
Cun the legiglative branclhiof the government act us
Judge and jury in its own cause? The charter of a
company 18 & contraet betwaen the corporation and
the State, in which it is provided that tor any abuse
or misuse of power the franchise can be resumed
by the Legislature., Butina dispute as to whather
there has been such abuse 0¥ misuse, can one of the

inrtles to the contract undertake to declde the case
n its own favor?
the right of trial by jury shall remain inviolate;
and the oitizen whoss property ls represented by
rallroad shares or bonds 1% as much entitled to the
protection of the Constitntion as he whose property
1% in housés or lands.

The question of abuse or misruse can only ba in-
vestigated and determined by the Courts, and ac.
cording to the settied law of the land; and I ehall
Eay 00 more upon this subject than sitply to refer
you to the Connellsville Rallroad oases, where, both
in the State and Federal Courts, the dostrine for
which [ am now contending was fully sustained by
all the judges.

It would perbaps not be courteous to my friend
Mr. Brockway, who opened this case for the Work-
ingmen's Benevolont Associution, it I did not refer
to two or thrée points made by hum during the
course of his argument. He had bsen poring over
the report of the Heading Rallrond Company to the
Auditor Gencral, and he discovered, by some nu-
fathomable process of caleulation, that the Ratl-
road Company, out of about 85,000,000 of gross re-
celpts upon coal, had earned over 26,000,000 of net
profits, Now we sll know how valuable to his
¢lients are Mr. Brockway's services as a lawyer;
but if he can succesd o demonstrating to the share.
holders of our Company that we made 80 much mo-
ney, I think hisservices as rallroad expert would be
worth at least hall & million of dollars per annum,
1 fear, however, that no other demonstration than
the actual digtribution of the money would satisly
thoss of us who have been sccustomed to belleve
that net profits are simply the difference batween
gross recuiFts and sctusl expenditares. If this six
millione of dollars or net profifs exists, the monay
must be somewhere. As Mr. Brookawny has dis-
covered the existence of the profits, he must be held
responsible fur the production of the money; aund,
on behalf of onr shareholders, 1 must ask him to
show me where [ can lay my hands upon it, for it
belongs to us. Until he does that, I muast sontinue
1o believe that he will remaln more celebrated us a
lawyer thar as an sccountant,

I trust that I will not be considered egotistical
when 1 esy that [ belleve [ know more about this
question of proftits than Mre. Brockway dogs. | know
that Iasét yeur we trangported 4,600,000 ton= of coal,
and that we made but 31 cents per ton, which 18 no
more than could have been made if we had had
elmply owned our conl ears, and had bired thom to
othér rallroad companies. That is, ln consequence
of the long ruspension oansed by the order of rhe
Workivgmen's Henevolent Associntion, we did not
make any more money outof' & capltal of §20,000,000
invested in rulivoads, motive power and cars than
we might have made out of £5,000,000 of gapital in-
verted 1n ours alone,

When Mr. Brockway speaks of the snormous
profits realized by cosl operators, [ think he is still
further from the real tugts than he was whan he
anpounced his discovery Of ralirond protita. 1 do
not believe that the aggregate capital investad in
conl mining operations since the year 1820 has
realized an average income of 2) per ceut, 1o its
owners, There have been, of courss, soms for-
tunate adventurers; but, taking the good with the
bad, I very much doubt whelher éven 2y per cant.
per aunuig hae been realized upon all.

But in his exanfination of that seduoctive vhlnme
the ratlroad reports, Mr., Brockway has found an-
other mare’s uest, and with great contldense he
anpounced that he had ascertatned that the bhla-
wire, Luckawauns and Western “nhn Wl Com.
pany has sctually cheated the Stat®out of 83
of thxes, Now, | know something about thosoe two
kinds of persons, uatural and srtifiola) —something
about uenand somothilng about corporations. | kuow
that all men must die, and that in Peonsylvanisa,
all corporations must pay tholr taxes; amd =0 long
ne my friend General Hartranit s Aunditor Genoral
ofthe State, I bellave that the doom of the corpora-
tyon I8 axs tuevitable as the doom of man, wod upon
this puliject 1 speak from paintnl experivuce.

I was somewhint af a loss to know why evidence
wWhs given to ahow thiat u proportion of the stook of
the Heading Kallroad was held abroad; bat betore
Mr. Brockway got through with his srgumaent I
was enlightened. You EKuow that pazol testimony
e frequently given to lay grovnd for the in fao
tion of some documentary avidence; and (i
timony, it appeara, was ollered to lay grow
the iotroduction of the rbhetorical touri:
which my iriend closed his argument, viz: ¢
British § Jd, which bhad driven his elients from the
homes G."their ancestors, still continued to porse-
eute them in the land of their adoption.”

Now, If my friend’s ellents were really driven to
this country by British gold, I Jon't think they have
much cause (o compiain.

You can no more logislate to keop up the price of
coil, thist you oan to keep down the price of gold.
Wwe remember that doring the war & vaery pro-
minent mamber of Congresy introdaeced a bill mak
ingita erimingl olf@mee to pay more for a gold doliar
than for & paper one, With all his ability as a
lawyer, he was ns ignorant of the laws of inanoe ns
the leaders of The Workingmen's Benevolent
Aeeociation are of the laws of trade. The soveraipgn
wnacea for overproduction is to reduce the supply
vy the abrupt suspension of mining, though they
thereby deprive themsalves of bread, and decroase
the demand as much as they deorease the produc
tion, The result of every suspension has been to
drive s0 many customers to other fusls that tho
demand soon falls belind the supply, and the ne-
cessity for another suspenslon, to be followed in turn
by another decrense of consnmption becomaes more
nrgent. Thus, ln a faw vears, the conrse pursuad by
these lenders would destroy the entire trade, and
reduce the workingmen of the coal region to star-
vation,

We have #ald to them thut the proper remedy
for an overproduction ik the increased demand,
which always resulia (rom low prices, and that if,
Inatead of doing pothing for three or four mopths
out of the vear, they wonld work for moderate
wages, the low price of counl wonld so exten| its
use that new markets wonld be opened to take ap
any temporary overproduction. There can be no
doubt that the Interasts of I
operator, and the fransporting company Aare
itdentionl; but the course pursaed by the men
hag s0 Injured both of the other Interests that
peither has been able to do much more Lthan
to sAve 1teelf, For every month s Inrge colliery is

profit of from Hfteen to twenty-five cants per ton
upon 10,000 tons to make up. [0 a colliery can ship
100,000 tona ol conl & year, and it owner roalize a
profit of twanty cents a ton, it woeuld be s fair bosi-
negs; but if the colilery is stopped for tha first aix
months of & year, and ships but 50,000 tons the next
six months, it will require a profit of eixty cents
per ton upon the reduced product to enable its
owner to realize at the end ol the year the same
amount of money that he would have derivad from
a full year's business at a profit of twenty cents per
ton.

Liast year, the suspension of over four monthsg in-
volved n logg 10 the Reading Hailroad Company of
more than £1,000,000; the consequence of which was
that, upon the 2,000,000 tons sent to markst alter
resumption, it required an additional charge of
fifty cents per ton to yield ns the same amount of
money that we would have received at the de-
creased charges, if we had been permittad to do a
full year’s bosiness. The lower the charges ::{non
the road, the better it 18 for the workingmen; but
by depriving us of buriness for 0 many months out
of the year, the latter effectually prevent us [rom
mesisting them by low rates,

If the workingmen would agree to work daring
the entire year the coet of their labor might be
reduced twenty-five cents per ton, and each man
would have more money at the end of the year than
he has had during the last two years. II the ope-
rator conld have ¢l even or tweive months of unin-
terrupted trade, be could take twenty-five cents
per ton off’ his profits and be riche~ at the end of
the season than ke Lins ever been At the end of any
since the war closed. If the railroads ocould keep
thelr equipment busy during the whola twelve
monthe, the cost of transportation could be re-
duced 25 cents per ton, and more money could be
made than has ever been realized with higher rates
during the reign of the Workingmen's Benevo-
lent Agksociation. Thus, constant® amployment, &t
moderate rates, wounld reduce the price of coal at
tidewater at least seventy-five cents per ton; and
such a reduction in price wonld extend ths use of
authracite conl one hundred miles bayond the ter-
ritory on which It is now consumed. It 18 asafe
calculation that ome tom of coal will be used for
domestie purpoees for avery inbhabitant of the dis-
trict that adopts it for fuel. As the area of coun-
iry in which anthracite coal is nsed is ex-
